— Domestic 
and international subjects were min- 
ffled with the LoapuK of Nations issue 
by Governor James M. Cox in nine 
addreaaes TlnuBday ia Kansas. 

In response to a question on Mexi- 
co,, Mr. Cox referred to the state- 
ments of Senator Warren G. Harding 
rofiiii dintr "prottx-tinpr" American cit- 
izens and intercots, and a^ded: 

"It's <»e thinsr to talk abont pro- 
tectinpT American citizens, no matter 
where it might be, but when an ad- 
venturer goes into a hornet's nest and 
knows whei^ he is }?oin(3:, the United 
States ought not to send a brigade of 
soldiers with him.'* 

Mr. Cox was quizzed at Hutchinson 
ami Newton regarding prohibition, 
and a^in charaetcrizcHl ICr. Harding 
a "i)r.>v, or," (icclared thaat on Sen- 
ate prohibition mca.sures Air. Harding 
"voted wet thirty>two times and dry 
two timeK." 

He added that under similar cir- 
cumstanees he would have duplicated 
Mr. Hardinj^'s dry votes. 

A man a^ke<l wiiy President Wilson 
vetoed the Volstead Enforcement Act, 
and the govcrno;- rep!ic<l shan"»ly: 

"He gave liis own reasons. And 
let me add, Wilson isn't running for 
president thi.s year; Cox is running 
for president." 

When applause from his Newton 
au(hcnco subsidrd Cox added that 
he intended no diifrespect "to the 
man who would take his place in his- 
tory with Thomas Jefferson and Aftra- 
ham Lincoln." 

Russia, Bfr. Cox declared, nhould 
be admitttMl to the League of Na- 
tions as soon as its requirements can 
he met. 

About '.•(•;;a>-(Iinp: the league's atti- 
t,ude toward Kussia if this nation 
were a member, Mr. Cox replied: 

"The lo.iKue would be compelled to 
keep hands off Russia and permit the 
Russian people to -work out her oiwn 
salvation. Ami Russia wnll.'' 

Germany, Turkey and all othei- non- 
menaber nations, the speaker added, 
should i>e invite<I in when poa.^ible. 

To his audience in Kansas agricul- 
tural communities Mr. Cox reiterated 
his plaa to place agriculturalists in 
more governmental position:), again 
def aided the causes for the Nonpar- 
tisan Leatrue movement, advocated 
repeal of many war taxes and modi- 
fication of "most" others and prom- 
ised fedcj-il regulations of the meat 
packers and cold storage interests. 

Mr. Cox again denounced the "sen- 
atorial oligarchy" charactenzing 
Senator Heniy Cabot Lodge, Massa- 
chusetts, as the "areh-conspirator of 

the world anfl a naiTow-minfled bigot, 
the man who wrote the h^mn of hate 
against Woodrow Wilson." He also 
flayed thos.^ responsible for the ai'- 
rest of a man who interrupted Mr. 
iiai-ding's Baltimore speedi, and 
asked: 

"Is this America or Russia?"

More than 200 representative 

tobacco growers from Kentucky, 
Ohio, and Indiana, are in attend- 
ance at the Burley Growers' As- 
sociation at Lexinj^ton, held' for 
the purpose of completing the 
mammoth organization recently 
formed and the charter and by- 
laws, prepared by Judge George 
C. Webb, of Lexington, were' act- 
ed upon. The circuit court room 
was used instead of other quar- 
ters^ owing to other meetings be- 
ing- being held there. The features 
of the by-laws and charter were 
described by Judge Webb at the 
opening meeting. George W- 
Newman was selected temporary 
chairman. 

Chairman Xcw nian iii op( ning 
his address, declared that the time 
is ripe for the burley growers of 
Kentucky to take some decisive 
action looking to co-operation and 
union for the good of the tobacco 
influstr^- and that with the }jro])cr 
educati6nal propaganda, and a 
spirit of intelligence, conserva- 
tism and consideration fi»r the fu- 
ture, a successful organization of 
the growers should be easily ef- 
fected. 

He asserted that no one would 
deny that there is an over-pro- 
''■•^ i duction of tobacco this } ear; as 
He govcnunent reports show that ! 
the 1920 ero]) will amonut to be- 
tween 450,f)'Xj.0()O and SOO.OOO.OOi) 
pounds, and that the quota set by 
the manufacturers for" their use is 
given at approximately 300,000,- 
000 pounds, leaving a surplus of 
from 150,000,000 to 200,000.000 
pounds, according to published es- 
tfmates. 

He stated that ])rices for high 
grade tobacco woidd prohaly be 
satisfactory, while those of other 
grades would be low. Reports 
from V irginia and the Carolinas, 
where the 1920 market has al- 
ready opened, were not at all en- 
cnn aging to the growers, as most 
of the tobaccos offered on those 
markets are selling at only alwut 
.>3 1-3 jier cent of the price tliey 
brouglit last year — ^a loss of about 
(/j,2-3 per cent. / 

The speaker declared that in 
the face of these conditions that 
many growers in Kentucky be- _ 
lieve the only remedy to maintain! 
the price of burley is to cut out 
the 1921 crop, which he said, the 
cut-out advocates afgued would 
keep up the price of this ycars's 
crop. He deprecated the cut-out 
sentiment, saying that it -would 
spell lawlessness, disorganization 
and loss to the growers. "The 
purpose of the new organization 
he said, is to reach a solution of 
the problem in a different way.

Chairman Newman emphasized 
that the new organization offered 
a remedy, and he predicted that if 
an effective organization is form- 
ed the producton can be gradual- 
ly restricted, prices maintained 
and millions oL dollars go into the 
cofTers of the burley tobacco 
growers. Moreover, he asserted, 
that the value of land in the bur- 
ley district would become stand- 
ardized and loss prevented in that 
way. Taking a broader view of 
the situation and looking to the 
future, the speaker recommended 
that all of the tobacco producing 
associations of the country — those 
from Virginia, the Carolinas, 
Michigan and Connecticutt as 
well as from Kentucky, should 
send representatives to a general 
tobacco conference at Washing- 
ton and effect a national orgfani- 
zation, to inquire into the slump 
in the prices of tobacco; urge 
Congress to standardize the 
grades of tobacco and enact laws 
for the benefit of the i.idustry.
